OF 0800 EDT, AUGUST 19 

1. CYPRUS: AMBASSADOR DAVIES WAS SHOT AND KILLED 
DURING A DEMONSTRATION AT THE EMBASSY. PRESIDENT CLERIDES 
WITH NATIONAL GUARD DETACHMENT HAS DISPERSED ATTACKERS. 
UNICYP FORCES HAVE TAKEN OVER PROTECTION OF ALL AMERICAN 
EMBASSY INSTALLATIONS. 
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2. MILITARY SITUATION IN CYPRUS: THERE HAVE BEEN NO MAIOR 
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TURKISH ADVANCES, BUT SITUATION REMAINS UNCERTAIN WITH SOME 
HOSTILITIES CONTINUING. TURKISH GOVERNMENT SPOKESMEN SAID 
THAT REASON FOR TURKISH ACTIONS IS TO PROTECT TURKISH 
CYPRIOTS AGAINST GREEK ATROCITIES. 

3. CYPRUS: ACCORDING TO UN REPS. PRESIDENT CLERIDES
